TUB HOKRIMON BILL. 


Chairman Morrison and Mr. H«witt, 


of the Committee on Ways and Means, 
hav* eompletea the report of th* major- 
ity of that comuntte* to accompinj the 
Tariff bill, which was reported to tb* 
House yesterday. The following are 
the principle features of the report: The 
rate of duly or tax on imported goods 
subject to duty is as low us fit* on some 
and higher than twenty per cent, on 
etbera. The av*rag» rate for tht fiscal 
yew 1885 little exceeded iorty-s»T»n per 
oent. or $47 of tax on $100 of imported 
goods. This is higher than the rate 
paid in any year since 18S8, and abont 
the average rate from 1882 to 1868. 


After quoting from the messages of 


Presidents Arthur and CI«Ttlund, set- 
ting forth the necessity of tariff revision 
the report continues: The Treasnry re- 
ceipts for the fiscal year 1885 were $323,- 
690,706 36. 
The increased receipts 


from customs and internal tax are th* 
principal sources of revenue for the 
months of the fUcal year of 1385 already 
pait, our receipts of the same months 
of last year justified the estimate that 
th* receipts for th* present fiscal year 
will exceed $335,000,000, nor may our 
annual Treasnry receipts be expected to 
fail below that sum without reduced tax 
ation, inaimuch ai these receipts result 
chiefly from taxes on articles of n*c*a< 
lity unt comfort to be consumed in con 
tinnally increasing quantity with our 
(rowing population. The expenditures 
for tbe fiscal year 1885, including pen 
sions aud legal requirements of the pub- 
lic debt, were $305,830,070 53. Neither 
the actual needs of an economical ad 
ministration of Gorernment nor the 
patriotic expectations of th* people jus- 
tify aoy increase of thin enormous ex 
peuditure, and w* may safely estimate 
th* annual surplus to exceed $30,000,- 
000. Tbe reductions to result from thi 
proposed bill are witbin this estimate 
The sorplns exceeded $24,000,000 on 
the basis of last year's importations.' 
Reference is made to Secretary Man 
ning's vitws, as expressed in his Sis 
annual report, touching the ill effects o 
tbe maintenance of war duties, poiutmi 
out tbe inequalities in the present law 
and favoring tbe admission free of duty 
of raw materials, of which tbe repor 
•ays: "These views of Secretary Mm 
Ding as to tb* tariff, the condition of tb* 
customs service and taxation are no 
partisan, but are in accordance »Hh tb 
views expressed in previous Congr*88t 
by bis pred*ces-iars. Secretaries Folge 
and McCullongh. It it the purpose 
th* bill reported to correct*some clans! 
fixations in tb« cuxtouig laws, of th 
complications of which tlie report com 
plains. Some of tb" mnt«rials 
Which tb* great Industrie's are built, a 
•wood, salt, htinp und wjol ure placec 
on tbe free list. In the past tweut, 
years we hav* obtained from the tux 01 
imported wool tb» amount estimated a 
$20,000,000. 
To encourage the frlliu 


of our trees aud tlit> deslruvinx of on 
foreita in a nuchsburt-r period we hav 
given mor* than 35,000,01)0 nere» of luu 
in bounties to encourage the planting c 
Other trees.

50 per cent., not one i* dealt with in 
his bill, while other articles upon which 
3 imposed a duty of from 10 to 20 per 
•nt. are cut down or transferred to the 
•ee lilt. Tbe free list is peculiarly an 
ssault npon the agricultural interest! 
f the country, seeking out, from 4,000 
rticles in tbe tariff, tbeir leading pro- 
ncts to be driven out by ruinoui com 
etitiou from abroad. Tb6 metal, glass, 
ottery, sugar, rice, and other important 
nterests affected by the original bill 
were given due notice of the changes 


roposed, and bad ample opportunity 
o make successful defence* through 
icir well organized associations.'' 
In tbia connection tb* report says: 
'be weol-growers o! the country w*re 
*d to believe from tbe bill first before 
tie committee that no adverse action 
ould be had touching their interesti. 
'bey were therefore not before the com- 
nittee i* any official way, and those 
who were heard spoke of th* restoration 
}t Ih* duty of 1887, without dreaminj 
hat th* inadequate protection they now 
njoyed wai to be iwept from them, am 
heir vast interests left to the mercy o 
competition with the wool-growers in 
Australia, New Zealand and South 
American States, where the principa 
cost of production is tbe herding re 
quired by shepherds, which labor 
cheap, aud where feeding either in Win 
.er or Summer dons not enter into th* 
cost of *he*p husbandry. The decay 
of sheep husbandry in the United State 
would be a national calamity. It wonlt 
jlace our manufacturers at the mercy o 
oreign producers. This is an indus 
try which cannot b* built up in a day 
It has required years of care and niuci 
•jst to reach its present development 
and sound policy demands its continu 
anoe and encouragement. The minor 
ity endeavored to me*t tb* nasonabl 
expectations of thii large class of thei 
fellow-citizens aud restore the duty o 
1867 on wool, but were prevented b 
the voles of tbe majority, aud from th 
same cause are unable to maintain eve 
the existing rates. 
We could uot br 


lieve that the majority wouid take, from 
the dutiable list wool, which has bet 
kept there nines 1804, aud which eve 
the free Irale law ot Kobert 3. Walker 
framed in 1846, had uot made free, bu 
the majority of the committee baa don 
it so far as it can, aud nothing is left 
lor this great intervnt, which enriches 
every State in the Duion, but to appeal 
to Congress and to tb* country to re- 
pudiate tbe work •! the committee.
